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Canada legalizes same-sex marriage 


On June 11, the highest court in Ontario, 
Canada, ruled that same-sex couples should be 
allowed to marry — immediately. The case 
marked the final appeal for the government in a 
lawsuit by seven Canadian same-sex couples 
seeking the right to marry. The court also ruled 
that two other couples who had been married 
under the ancient Christian tradition of banns 
should be given civil-marriage certificates. (In 
Ontario, there are two ways to get married. A 
couple can get a civil-marriage certificate or 
engage in the practice of banns — which, until 
the 1950s, was the only way a couple could get 
married in Ontario. To marry this way, one’s 
church must publish the couple's intent to marry 
three Sundays in a row. By the fourth Sunday, if 
no one has objected, the ceremony takes place 
and the couple is legally married.) Kevin 

ourassa and his partner, Joe Varnell, were 
married in their church in 2001 after its legal 
counsel had researched whether a same-sex 
couple could be married this way. Given that 
there was no mention of gender in the church's 
protocol, the Metropolitan Community Church of 
Toronto concluded that it could marry gay or 
lesbian couples. Which is what it did, issuing 
marriage certificates to the couples. Although 
these marriages were never recognized as legal 
by the state until the June 11 ruling, Bourassa 
and Varnell wrote a book about their battle to 
marry, titled Just Married: Gay Marriage and the 
Expansion of Human Rights (University of 
Wisconsin Press, 2002). The Phoenix recently 
spoke with Bourassa 


Q: All the reports here in the States about 
the ruling have simply talked about what the 
court decided. There's been very little coverage 
of how the public in general is reacting. Are 
most people in Canada in favor of this? Is the 
country split? What was the reaction to the 
ruling? 

A: | would say that both sides have been 
responding with disbelief. They just can't 
believe they woke up and suddenly it's there 
— and that goes for everyone. Everyone’s 
asking, “Is this accurate?” This doesn’t 
compare to Belgium [which permits gay 
couples to marry but specifically bars them 
from adopting children] and the Netherlands 
{which grants gay couples the same rights as 
heterosexual couples but prevents them from 
adopting children from overseas]. This is full 
and equal marriage with no reservations. 
There's nothing at all separate or different. So 
there was a great deal of confusion and 
disbelief at first 
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There’s extreme elation and jubilance even 
among people who were formerly neutral to 
same-sex marriage. ... The Catholic Church 
which has been one of our larger opponents in 
court, as well as the evangelicals, who were 
linking same-sex marriage to bestiality [and] to 
sex with babies, incest, polygamy, and saying 
we were like alcoholics suffering from a disease 
that could be cured with tough love, these 
people have been very muted, in my opinion, in 
the face of what must be for them an incredibly 
devastating blow. 


Q: Has there been a rush 
couples to marry? 

A: Oh, yes. But there’s been confusion, too 
Not every city you go to will issue a license right 
now. They will within the next 24 hours or so [by 
Saturday, June 14] because by then they'll be in 
contempt of court. Of course, they'll all comply, 
they don't have a choice. It's a very serious 
thing to ignore a court order 

Couples have been coming from the States. 
from all over. You can be sure that not all of 
them are doing this for purely romantic reasons 
They want that recognition in their own state or 
country, and we're stressing to people that 
getting married is not like signing a petition for 
equal marriage. If that marriage is to be 
dissolved, one of the spouses has to live in 
Ontario for a year before they can dissolve the 
marriage

Q: Do you think mainstream Canadian 
society is ready for this? 

A: | don’t think anyone is ready for this kind 
of change, but when it happens it’s very exciting 
and positive and people will adjust. It will come 
through further education. We've won in the 
court of law, we can’t really say we've won in 
the court of opinion yet. That will take more 
time. | think we have to reach out to those who 
have fought us so hard. We live in the same 
community. Joe and | personally do not wish to 
take the victory and walk away off the court. We 
have to do some more work with those who 
have opposed us and move from tolerance to 
true acceptance 


Q: | know you were married two years ago. 
but do you feel any different with the ruling, now 
that it's legal without question? 

A: We've had our wedding rings on for two 
and a half years. So the ring is quite 
accustomed to the finger. But | do feel different, 
and | know Joe does. We're very proud

tablish itself as a hub for body art. And the second annual Boston 





Tattoo Convention ($15/day; $35/three-day pass; $50/VIP pass) proves 
that. From June 20 through 22, hundreds of New England tattoo artists 
will descend on the Boston Center for the Arts for a weekend of all 
things skin ’n’ ink. The only body-art convention in New England this 
year, the event includes contests, vendors, galleries, performances, and 
tons of area artists setting up shop (including Fat Ram’s Pumpkin 
Tattoo of Jamaica Plain, and Cambridge's Redemption Tattoo, among 
about 40 others), giving you the chance to get that koi on your calf or a 
rosebud on your shoulder. The cost of tattoos ranges from $50 to $5000 
depending on size, color, location, and complexity. 

Natan Lin, owner of Darkwave Tattoos and producer of the conven- 
tion, says that Boston no longer lags in tattoo culture. “Boston's always 
been an art center,” he says, “and tattooing is a fine art. Last year, the 
convention proved that” to Boston. “It proved we're not a bunch of rowdy 
bikers and criminals. We're art lovers.” Lin regards the event as an op- 
portunity for tattoo artists and the public to see who's doing what. 


“There's a sense of cooperation,” he says, “and also of competition,

And although tattoo technology hasn't changed much in the last 100 
years, the art form has “come leaps and bounds even in the last five 
years,” says Rueben “Tattoo Rue” Kayden of Darkwave. Tattoo artists 
across the city have noticed a rise in intricate and ambitious tattoos. “It's 
not uncommon for someone to come in and ask for a Dali painting,” says 
s in the process of opening another shop, Lightwave Tattoos 





Then there's Cambridge's eight-month-old Pino Bros. Ink, where, on 
a recent Tuesday night, the Tom Hanks movie playing on the shop's tele- 
vision — in place of the speed-death metal patrons might have expected 
to hear blaring from the stereo — was an indication of tattooing’s rise to 
mainstream status. This will be the first convention for the boys at Pino 
Bros. “It's our hello, our introduction,” says Frank Pino, who built the shop 
with his cousin Joey. John Rufo, an award-winning artist at Pino Bros., 
says having a tattoo these days doesn't carry the same stigma it used 
to. “Not in this day and age,” he insists. “We tattoo 18-year-old kids, 
housewives, college students. It's becoming much more accepted.” 

‘Last night we tattooed a mild-mannered, churchgoing 65-year-old 
woman,” says Stephanie Almeida, who helps run Somerville’s Mongo’s 
Tattoo Madness. The six-week-old Mongo’s occupies a corner ina 
“pretty desolate” neighborhood near Sullivan Square. “We've brought 
life here,” says Almeida. And in a field populated mostly by men, 
Mongo's boasts the rare female tattoo artist, Mulysa Mayhem. “We're a 
family establishment,” says Almeida. “My children are often around. It’s 
a place you,can come in, sit down, and relax. And we don't do the 
same tattoo twice.”

IKE MOST KIDS, | grew up with the 
saying “If you don’t have anything 
nice to say, don’t say anything at all.” 
And like most kids, I resented the idea 
when it was applied to me, and appreciated 
it when it saved me or loved ones from the 
mean streets of elementary school.

the house; we ended up 
feasting on yogurt and 
granola, a very distant

remedies. Still, we were enjoying this yogurt 
and granola immensely, until | had the mis- 
fortune of ingesting a raisin 
It’s a great mystery to me why, being a 
lover of food, | would have such an intense 
dislike for such a small and seemingly inof- 
fensive item.

The Matrix Reloaded, and in the aftermath, 
the one whose yum had been yucked put her 
finger on the reason why “Don’t yuck my 
yum” is the adult version of “If you don’t 
have anything nice to say, don’t say anything 
at all.” She announced, with admirable lucid- 
ity, that “my opinions about seemingly in- 
significant things, like movies or books — 
especially ones I’ve reacted to strongly — are 
like a part of me, part of the way | identify 
myself. When I really like something and 
someone else really hates it, | can’t help but 
feel like their dislike is a direct comment on 
me.” Which explains why her — or anyone’s 

enjoyment of The Matrix Reloaded would 
be affected by someone else’s strong dislike 
of it. 

This makes sense to me. Yet | worry that 
if we take “Don’t yuck my yum” too much 
to heart, we end up missing out on some 
important stuff. Just like its childhood ver- 
sion, this idea is highly dependent on the 
specifics of the situation: on the people in- 
volved, on the way observations and opin- 
ions are presented, on the frequency of neg- 
ative feedback. If our dislike of something is 
shared in a way that invites conversation, or 
is offered as a means of revealing something 
about oneself, why should we hold back for 
fear of lessening someone else’s enjoyment? 
If we speak only when we have something 
nice to say, if we limit our observations to 
the positive, don’t we limit our understand- 
ing of one another? Lt

I keep coming across the following provocative statement 
“Today we added 265,000 babies, lost 7500 acres of rain forest 
added 46,000 acres of desert, lost 71 million tons of topsoil, 
added 15 million tons of carbon dioxide to ee air, lost about 70 
species — and we get to do it again tomorrow.” Certain numbers 
seem plausible; others seem inflated. What's the straight dope?

As a rule, R.T., you want to distrust any statement printed 
on a T-shirt, which is where you'll usually find this one. But 
this stuff isn’t as off-the-wall as most wash-and-wear propa- 
ganda — in fact, if you allow for the inherent imprecision of 
global environmental statistics, many of the numbers corre 
spond reasonably well with current scientific consensus 

The statement you keep seeing is a paraphrase of the open 
ing lines of Ecological Literacy: Education and the Transition t 
a Postmodern World by David W. Orr (1992). Orr, who’s more 
of a philosopher than a scientist, provides no cites for his statis- 
tics, but I was able to track them down: 

* Today we added 265,000 babies. Close enough. According 
to the International Programs Center of the US Census Bu 
reau, world population as of October 2002 was increasing by 
209,000 per day — 361,000 births offset by 152,000 deaths 

* Lost 7500 acres of rain forest. You're the victim of a typo 
The most common version of the quote says that 75,000 acres 
of rain forest are lost per day. (Orr wrote 115 square miles, 
which is about the same.) Even that number may be low. Based 
on data compiled in 1990 by the UN Food and Agricultural 
Organization, the world’s tropical forests are disappearing at 
an estimated rate of 38 million acres per year, or 104,000 
acres per day 

* Added 46,000 acres of desert. Close. In 2002 UN secre 
tary-general Kofi Annan said that “6 million hectares [15 mil 
lion acres] of productive land are being lost because of deserti- 
fication” annually, which works out to 41,000 acres per day 

* Lost 71 million tons of topsoil. Possibly low. Lester Brown 
of the Wor ‘di itch Institute estimated in 1992 that 24 billion 
tons of cropland topsoil are lost annually worldwide, or 66 mil- 
lion tons per day. However, environmentalist and author Bruce 
Sundquist reviewing the literature on the earth’s “carrying ca- 
pacity” (home.alltel.net/bsundquist1/se1.html), comes up with 
a net leibhdhion i rate of 78 billion tons per year, or 215 million

HE PARAMOUNT issue, of course, is that Boston is one 

of the few truly competitive two-daily cities in the country 
and that it would be calamitous if the Herald were 
of business 

Under Purcell’s ownership, the Herald has not only sur- 
vived, it’s prospered. The CNC deal in 2001 turned out to be 
shrewd: even though it zost Purcell a reported $150 million 
he says the combination has enabled him to attract advertis 
ing that had previously been available neither to the Herald 
nor to the CNC papers. Some observers say that CNC is ac- 
tually in better financial shape than the Herald. Synergy can 
work, in other words. 

About this there is no doubt: it’s a shame that circulation 
at the Herald has fallen so precipitously that Purcell must 
now go shorter, lighter, sexier. Though never in the same 
league as the Globe, the Herald since the mid 80s has been a 
good local paper that breaks its share of stories.

“You don’t expect to get the 
depth that you get in the Globe or the Times. That’s not 
what it’s for.” 

Goldman adds: “My greatest fear is that before | die we'll 
be a one-newspaper town, and that will be the day that the 
city dies. Anything that keeps two newspapers going is a 
good thing.” 

Anything? Well, maybe not quite anything. Still, Goldman 
is absolutely right about one thing: we've all got a stake in 
Pat Purcell’s quest for survival. a

WAS TE MAKES HASTE

HAD AN UNSETTLING thought the 
other day as | wrestled, scissors in hand 
with the fortress-like plastic packaging 
around a new electric razor. | wonder 
anyone had accidentally taken his 01 
If a person's flustered grip on the pack 
age slipped, I thought, those sharp scissors 
could plunge into vital organs. Cause of 
death: thick, stubborn packaging 
I knew the packaging was as much for the 
manufacturers’ and retailers’ benefits as mine 
and in a way, I resented that. They were mak 
ing the money, I was spending the time 
first the work-time to buy the expensive razor, 
then the fluster-time to penetrate its package. 
I'd bought the electric unit because I was 


tired of buying and throwing out blades. I 

wanted something that lasts longer than re- 
1 7 

frigerator leftovers 


I hoped to do less damage to my checking 


account and to the environment with the elec- 


tric razor, but considering all the electricity 
the razor would use and all the energy that 
had gone into its manufacture, | wasn’t com- 
pletely certain. Still, it did feel better than the 
prospect of tossing another 5000 blades (and 
all their packaging) before I die. 

I thought about the man who got me into 

is shaving jam to begin with — King 
Gillette, who, at the end of the 19th century, 
pondered what sort of business he should 
launch. Why not sell an essential but flawed 
product, he reasoned, that would be thrown 
away after a few uses, providing a steady 
stream of profits? In a sense, Gillette and 
people like him were responsible not only for 


the disposable razor blade but also for the cal- 


culated, costly, disposable culture we're tan- 
gled up in. 
To obtain the “convenience” of those 


throwaway blades, how many hours do we 
spend prowling supermarket aisles in search 
of new cartridges? How much “hidden” 
time do we spend in the car and at work? 
And of course, it’s not just razor blades but 
computer equipment, frozen dinners, paper 
towels, tape dispensers, batteries, even cars 
and houses, all of which typically have short 
and shoddy lifetimes. 

Aren't we hurrying partly to overcome the 
hidden costs of these disposable, poorly de- 
signed products? 

Frozen dinners, for example, seem to be 
quick and easy, but there’s much more time 
involved than meets the eye. The packaging is 
programmed for a shelf life of maybe six 
nonths, a cook time of two minutes, and a 
landfill dead-time of centuries. A surprisingly 
large percentage of the product’s price is for 
packaging; then we pay ongoing energy costs 
to keep it frozen, and health costs from air 
pollution related to its manufacture, distribu- 
tion, and disposal. 

Or take computers. They’re incredibly fast, 


but their speed is sometimes a liability. For 
example, home computers not only enable 
workers to extend the workday into their per- 
sonal lives, they also enable us to shop till we 
drop in the privacy of our own homes 

Unless we choose the often-unavailable op- 
tion of ground delivery, our Internet orders 
will be sent airmail, five times as energy- 
intensive as delivery by truck. When 
Amazon.com pledged to deliver copies of 
Harry Potter and the Goblet of Fire on the 
book’s publication date, a squadron of air 
planes distributed 250,000 packages to read- 
ers anxiously sitting by their mailboxes 

Computers have other hidden costs, which 
we pay for by working longer and longer 
hours. To take advantage of the computer’s 
racehorse speed, we pamper it with the latest 
software, which takes time to download. We 
wait for it to boot up, and we wait as it stee- 
plechases to a desired Web page. We “defrag” 
it, upgrade it, forgive its inopportune crashes 
that leave us helpless, and, like a protective, 
anxious mother, we shelter it from viruses. 
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These are some of the hidden time costs 

Then there are the many hidden ecological 
costs, well explained by Jim Fisher in a Web 
article titled “Poison PCs.” “Along with the 
lead in its cathode ray tubes and circuit 
boards,” he writes, “my computer was loaded 
with chemicals that have documented risks to 
public health and the environment: There was 
cadmium in its semiconductors, mercury in 
its switches and position sensors, chromium 
in its steel housing, brominated flame retar- 
dants in its circuit boards, nickel, lithium, 
cadmium and other metals in its batteries. All 
that was missing was a 55-gallon drum.” 

It’s not likely computers will ever give way 
to index cards and typewriter ribbons again, 
but since they contain 700 different materi 


als, computers must be

Her previous experience “makes what I’m doing 
seem totally natural,” she says, even though what 
she’s doing is, she asserts, “definitely not just 
another gallery showing another painting.” 

For 108’s opening exhibit, Ledogar wanted 
something sexy. Not just typical tits-and-ass sexy 
or semi-suggestive skin-and-kink sexy, but “the 
type of sexy that brings you in and slaps you 
around and makes you consider what you're 
looking at and how you react to it,” says Ledogar. 
“| could've opened with a show of incredible 
painters,” she says, “but that wouldn’t be as 
tempting. | wanted something sexier.” And indeed, 
the gallery’s opening exhibit, “American 
Standards,” featuring photographs by Tamara 
Staples and video/performance art by Elaine Belsito, has sex appeal 
in spades. And both address standards of sexuality and the idealized 
feminine form. In “Tools of the Trade,” Staples teases the 
intersection of the domestic and the erotic in a series of 14 
photographs of women in pin-up-style lingerie and superhero-style 
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eye masks engaged in household chores.

And in Belsito’s performance piece “If You Lost Five Pounds, You’d 
Be Perfect,” the artist illustrates the ongoing battle between 
advertised ideals and the reality of flesh. The piece occurs both live 
and on video in 108’s front window, and involves the artist trying to 
squish, squeeze, tug, pinch, and pull her way into outfits that are all 
too small. Despite charged subject matter, the work of both artists 
resists didacticism. “! don’t like ideas that are 
overtly preachy,” says Ledogar. “Art that makes a 
comment may as well be an opinion column in a 
newspaper. Art shouldn't be clever — it’s got to be 
something that really opens people up, draws the 
viewer out.” 

Drawing the viewer out — or more precisely, in 
— to 108 is one of Ledogar’s primary goals for the 
gallery. And the tools Ledogar seeks to employ 
include “giving off the body language that makes 
people feel welcome to come in.” She’s also 
planning exhibits by artists such as David Rees, 
the e-comics creator of “Get Your War On,” and 
New York City art-stuntman Paul Richard.

In the unique art, the puppeteers 
are concealed so that “you just see the surface of this blue 
water and the puppet moving above it,” explains Avril 
Helbig, director of Vertical Music, a Toronto-based arts 
organization that books a wor!dwide array of exotic acts 

Puppets and water have a long history in Vietnam. 
“There's a stone tablet near Hanoi that mentions water 
puppetry that dates from around 1100,” Helbig says. “I've 
heard a couple of stories on how water puppets developed. 
First, Vietnam is a country dominated by water. It’s 
completely coastal on the east side, and the south and 
north part have river deltas that flood on a regular basis, so 
aquaculture is an important part of life in Vietnam, 
especially rice fishing.” 

Helbig adds that another story about water-puppet 
origins connects the art to the annual flood during harvest 
season. According to that theory, the flood left the native 
inhabitants with little to do, “so they would have annual 
festivals and amuse themselves by doing puppets in 
water,” she says. “Originally, in Vietnam, this would have 
been just any available water.” 

The Water Puppets range from tiny to three feet tall and 
are carved of wood. “Each one takes three months to make 
because they’re painted a acquered several times,” 
Helbig expiains ese shadow puppets or other

They bend the one string 
attached to a water buffalo horn so it’s like a whammy bar 
on a guitar — the instrument has a plaintive sound that’s 
very wistful and typically Vietnamese.” 

Usually the Water Puppets have to perform outdoors 
during the daytime, but Helbig is looking forward to using 
the Cyciorama. “We have 7500 gallons of water in the 
tank, so finding a perfect performing situation is hard 
because the audience needs to be close up,” she says. 
Using stage lights to illuminate the pagoda, pool, and 
puppets ensures that “the water makes ambient patterns 
so the whole thing looks really beautiful.”

(How else would you store 
a bread with no artificial colors, flavors, or preservatives?) It toasts beautifully, and 
you never have to worry about using up the loaf before it goes bad. 

One could even call it inspired.

ng Lee has a good eye for the very 

small and the very big in The Hulk, 

but not for the things, like plot and 
character, in between. The film opens with a 
dazzling montage of microscopic doodads a- 
twirl like a ’60s light show, and near the end 
of the film the hero has inflated to the size of 
a green dirigible and does battle with a pro- 
tean demiurgic entity twice as big as he is 
But the so-called human element that fills 
out much of the film’s 137 minutes remains 
abstract, cliché’d, and unconvincing. 

After the great success of the (in my opin- 
ion) overrated Crouching Tiger. Hidden 
Dragon, Lee perhaps has decided that the 
epic and operatic is the way to go. And the 
mythic, too. So like the Hulk himself, the 
film swells beyond any recognizably human 
proportions into a huge, pretentious, CGI 
rendered cartoon. And Lee misses the point 
of this cartoon.

STONE READER 


Reading may be one of life’s most solitary 
pursuits, but few others bring one as close 
to another person. That relationship tends 
to be one-sided, however — an inequity 
Mark Moskowitz tries to rectify in his first 
feature documentary. Moskowitz recalls (the 
film luxuriates in the first-person discursive 
mode) how as a college undergraduate in 
1972 he picked up a 600-page novel, Dow 
Mossman’s The Stones of Summer, which 
the New York Times described as “burning 
with generational fire.” Maybe not for this 
18-year-old: he couldn't plow through it.

The site is essentially an immense 
airfield with a campground, and fans stay 
for both days. Tickets, including a camping 
fee, are $137.50. In the past Phish have 
easily drawn 80,000 fans to similar loca- 
tions.

If the Dead sell out their Sun- 
day show at the 19,900-capacity Tweeter 
Center in Mansfield, where tickets are 
priced at $50 before add-on fees, the door 
will bring in $995,000.

Climate can be a hazardous business 

There’s just no accounting for the 
strange twists of taste that can bring a jazzy 
singer like Norah Jones into vogue, while 
at the same time, a punked modern-rock 
Chick like Avril Lavigne enjoys her 15 min- 
utes in the spotlight. Or maybe Jones will 
be the flash in the pan and Lavigne will go 
on to really follow in Alanis Morissette’s 
footsteps by remolding h 
artist. Nothing's really all that shocking or 
surprising anymore. Whic! not to say 
that the music world is the least bit pre 
dictable, only that anything can and 
las Nappenec any times over 


rames himself with each new re- 
Almost as noteworthy, though, is the 
pearance of Beck and the Flaming Lips 
as co-conspirators in second place in the 
National Tour category. Sure, that old 
warhorse OzzFest won it (and, heck, it was 
the year of the Ozzy, after all). But the Beck 
Flaming Lips tour, which was a much small- 
er affair than OzzFest, wasn't far behind 
Meanwhile, the Strokes, who have spent 
the past year trying in vain to live up to the 
hype that accompanied the release of the 
debut CD, came in dead last (behind Bruce 
Springsteen, the Rolling Stones, and Paul 
McCartney) 

Results like that seem to suggest that 
while our readers/listeners do reflect the 
mass of public opinion (OzzFest is, indeed 
one of the most popular tours around) 
there's also a big segment among this 
year’s voters who have, ah, more refined 
left-of-center tastes. And that’s pretty much 
the story throughout this year's national re- 
sults. Coldplay would seem to be one of the 
main picks in this year's poll who have both 
the critics and mass opinion on their side 
(with the possible exception of White 
Stripes, who sorta have both too, though it 


may be too early to tell). As such, it makes 
sense for Coldplay to come out on top in 
the Best Album category, where they 
edged out popular favorite Eminem, and in 
the Best National Act category, where they 
narrowly beat Dave Grohl's Foo Fighters 
Coldplay singer Chris Martin didn't win the 
Best Male Vocalist category, but he did 
come close: upstart singer/songwriter John 
Mayer squeaked out a victory with just over 
100 more votes than Martin 

Meanwhile, rock/hip-hop crossover king 
Eminem just missed in every category for 
which he was nominated. His “Lose Your- 
self’ lost by just over 100 votes to the White 
Stripes tune “Fell In Love with a Girl” in the

Coldplay’s A Rush of 
e@ Head (Capitol) triumphed; and 
ight race for best national act, Em 
came in third behind winners Coldplay and 
runner-ups the Foo Fighters. It’s a pretty 
fair bet that Eminem would probably have 
triumphed in hip-hop over a group like the 
Roots, who have done more to prove the 
viability of hip-hop on the live music stage 
than anyone else over the past decade. But 
with his first starring role in a Hollywood film 
under his belt, Eminem's transcended all 
genre limitations and is easily the closest 
thing we've got these days to a mass-mar- 
ket rock star. After all, wno among this 
year’s winners is more a household name 
then Eminem? You really have to go to 
what t like to think of as the nonpop caie- 
gories — in this case, the country music 
category — to find anyone who can com- 
pete with Eminem in that regard. Of course 
Johnny Cash doesn't represent current 
trends in country music so much as he ap- 
peals to music fans who aren't that fond of 
contemporary country music. So, ina 
sense, he’s the anticountry country vote 
This year’s winners in the other nonpop 
categories — jazz and blues — are more 
in line with what you might expect to find 
Though it may be a man’s world, there’s no 


doubt that Susan Tedeschi is one of the 
more interesting and promising things 
that’s happened in the realm of blues 
music in some time. And Diana Krall is 
also indicative of the kinds of artists who 
have had commercial success in the realm 
of jazz over the past decade or so. Indeed 
Norah Jones's success both in our poll and 
elsewhere in the music world seems 
have been built as much on a foundation 
of successful jazz artists like Diana Krall as 
anything else. Or perhaps her triumphs are 
simply an indication that music fans contin- 
ue to hunger for artists who have some- 
thing new and different to offer — artists

So American Hi-Fi didn't 
succeed in launching a revival of ’70 
power pop? Didn't keep locals from recog- 
nizing “The Art of Losing” as a winner 
Even the jazz category was won by Char- 
lie Kohihase, an experimentalist with a foot 
in the avant-garde. And yes, the Dropkick 
Murphys are an almost-mainstream local 
institution by now — but really, how many 
rish-folk-thrash-core bands are there? 

After mixing and matching metal, prog, 
and punk over the course of their indie re- 
leases, Cave In got serious about writing 
hits on their RCA debut, Antenna (some 
unhip, out-of-town critics bitched that the 


album included a nine-minute epic, not re- 


alizing that it was fairly concise for these 
guys). No matter that the commercial au- 
dience hasn't yet gotten serious about 
buying it. The disc has given Cave Ina 
stack of critical raves, a summer Lolla- 
palooza slot, and a wide-open future, not 
to mention the Best Local Band and Best 
Local Album titles in our poll. And it 


makes sense that Cave In would hit the 
heights during a year that also saw the re- 
turn of Mission of Burma, the band who 
taught Boston that beautiful tunes and 
godawful noise weren't mutually exclu- 
sive. If anything, Cave In embodies a 
rule that’s applied to Boston music since 
the first Burma days (and one that nearly 
got lost during Godsmack’s reign): if 
you're gonna play metal, at 
least play it different 

Same applies to Scissorfight, 
who are practically grizzled vet- 
erans by now — though you 
probably wouldn't want to call 
lead singer lronlung that to his 
face — and continue to find 
new ways to be rude, nasty, 
and fun. Did their victory in the 
metal/nardcore category have 
anything to do with a note post- 
ed recently on the band’s Web 
site: “Vote for us, you idiots”? 
Runner-up metal winner Isis 
just relocated to Los Angeles 
after playing a near-sellout 
show downstairs at the Middle 
East, though their Melvins-like 
style would seem to make them 
more suited to Seattle.

This poll's always had its longstanding 
oyalties, and Kay Hanley has been win- 


years now. She was still winning as best 
female singer during her five-year break 
from recording, so her winning the cate- 
gory again this year — after finally deliver 
ing her solo debut, Cherry Marmalade 
(Zoe/Rounder) as well as her second 
child — indicates that nobody was disap- 
pointed. Speaking of loyalty, it’s both odd 
and good to see the Best New Band cate- 
gory filled with familiar faces — DMZ’s JJ 
Rassler (with Downbeat 5), Burma’s Clint 
Conley (with Consonant), and the Bos- 
stones’ Joe Gittleman (with Avoid One 
Thing) — all leading bands that easily cut 
the mustard as contemporary acts. Even 
more surprising is one of the area’s 
longest-running blues acts, Sugar Ray & 
the Bluetones (recently reactivated after 
leader Sugar Ray Norcia’s stint with 
Roomful of Blues), taking the biues cate- 
gory over the currently hot underground 
bluesman Frank Morey. Look further 
down in that category and you'll find 
James Montgomery, who's been at it 
since the early '70s. 

My music-historian’s heart also rejoices 
to see Kristin Hersh and Mission of Burma 
in the running for the first time. In Burma’s 


case, it’s the first time since this poll's in- 
ception that they've been active to qualify 
Purists may faint to see them finish third to 
the Dropkick Murphys as Best Live Act, but 
then Burma played a third as many local 
gigs (and the last was more than a year 
ago). The real news is that Burma may 
again be eligible, with a new album, at this 
time next year.

— not all that huge a surprise for a piano- 
playing blonde female vocalist. Instrumental 
superstars like Dizzy Gillespie and Miles 
Davis — even crossover biggies like Pat 
Metheny and Medeski, Martin & Wood — 
have the name recognition that has put them 
at the top in past polls. But vocals trump in- 
strumentals every time. Besides that, Krall is 
a Strict traditionalist: she’s not a writer and 
she sings mostly “American Songbook” cov- 
ers. And unlike a previous crossover female 
vocal star, Cassandra Wilson, Krall avoids

She may not be the most original artist to
